The Sydney Olympic combination of i - 
tine collapsed last wesk Smee CASED 


President John Con- 
stantina handed in his 
resignation after meeting 
some heated opposition 
from his directors. 

Earlier in the week, co- 
ach Douggie Collins had 
also resigned, but Con- 
stantine refused to ac- 
cept the resignation and 
after lengthy talks with 
Collins the coach agreed 
to carry on until the end 
of this season. 

However, the collapse 
came when the board of 
directors insisted that 
Collins finish up im- 
mediately. Constantine 
took a firm stand and im- 
mediately resigned and 
sparked off an explosion 
within the club. 

Since then tempers 
that had previously flared 
have cooled down and 
now there is a move 
amongst the supporters 
to hold an extraordinary 
general meeting at which 
they want Constantine 
reinstated and the rest of 
the committee sacked. 

What a great shame 
this has happened so 
close to the end of the 
season as the PSL badly 
needed a stable, in-form 
Sydney Olympic for the 
top four series: 

Doug Collins has had a 
great season with the 
club and had lifted Olym- 

ic to the top of the 

ague — something that 
has NEVER been 
achieved before by any 
coach in the ciub’s 
history. 

Due to injuries, a light 


squad and loss of form by 
key players over a period 
of nine weeks, Sydney 
Olympic slipped from the 
top spot and at the time of 
Collins’ departure Olym- 
pic was lying sixth on the 
PSL tabie having scored 
44 goals — which is more 
than three clubs in the 
top four, the exception 
being Sydney City. : 

Collins was also hit by 
severe injuries to his out- 
side-backs Andy Scott 
and Danny Moulis, both 
requiring surgery, plus 
long injuries to Mike 
Coady, Peter Raskopou- 
los and Martyn Rogers. 

Constant speculative 
press clips on Tommy 
Docherty returning to 
Olympic next year also 
contributed to unsettling 
the Sydney Olympic 
environment. 

Collins took over Syd- 
ney Olympic halfway 
through the 1981 season 
and brought some discip- 
line into the side. 

This year he had great 
aspirations in shooting 
for the title but again with 
injuries and a thin squad 
the wheels fell off. 

Olympic has had a bad 
record as far.as coaches 
are concerned and the 
club has replaced them 
with monotonous regular- 


ity in the past. 

Since fe caption of 
the PSL, Sydney Olympic 
has had no less than 
NINE coaches, all of whi-

Queensland's two Philips League clubs have taken steps 
to avoid possible financial difficulties in 1983 as a result of 
a drastic decline in attendances this year. 


With the cost of involve- 
ment in the national com- 
petition next year almost 
certain to be greater than 
the burden faced by the 
clubs this season, club 
directors of Brisbane Lions 
and (Brisbane City have 
predicted tough times 
ahead. 

Lions president, Mr John 
Morcus, also Queensland 
delegate on the PSL Man- 
agement Committee, told 
his club’s players last week 
wages would be slashed 
next year in an across-the- 
board cost-cutting opera- 
tion. 

He told the players this 
could be as much as a half 
off some current weekly 
earings. 

It is understood Mr 
Morcus and his committee 
is also considering paying 
the players in proportion to 
each home attendance. 

Lions were ‘one of only 
three PSL clubs to finish in 
the black last season but it 
is rumoured the club is fac- 
ing a deficit this year. 
Crowds at Richlands have 
been down drastically in re- 
cent weeks . 

According to one Lions 
official, wages currently 
represent 30 per cent of the 
club’s annual six-figure 
turnover. 

“We have told all the 
players now what the situa- 
tion is so they don’t make 
plans for next year on this 
year’s wages, They under- 
stand the situation and 
seem to. have accepted it 


~ well,” the official said. 


But that understanding 
could well have been brou- 
ght about by Lions’ pledge 
to honour all existing con- 
tracts to the end of the 
season. The contracts of 
many of Lions’ experienced 
players expire at the end of 
this year and it would be 
optimistic to think some of 
them won’t be tempted 
away by attractive offers 
from other clubs. 

But it appears Lions are 
gearing themselves to lose 
some stalwarts, as coach 
Joe Gilroy has blooded 
nine players under 22 years 
this season. And there are 
still more capable, but un- 
experienced, players. from 
where they. came.

A dispute between Brisbane City and lan- 
ky forward Barry Kelso appears to have 
contributed towards the big striker making a 
Philips League comeback. 

Kelso, who was City’s third-highest goalscorer 
last season, has been troubled for much of the 
season with a knee injury and six weeks ago it 
appeared likely he would have to have a cartilage 
operation. But Kelso was in dispute with city over 
the payment of the likely medical costs and when 
the club refused to commit itself to the bills, Kelso 
decided against the operation. 

“| can't afford it myself so | think | will just go 
He rather than play Soccer,” Kelso said at the 
ime. 

But it now appears that total break from football 
has given the injury time to heal, and Keiso has 
burst back on the Queensiand Soccer scene. 

He was selected in the Brisbane City State 
League team for their recent match against Cap- 
ricornia and was directly responsible for the 
Gladiators snatching a 2-2 draw. 

In their fast two consecutive home matches, 
against Olympic and Footscray, City had three 
goals disallowed and created as many as 20 clear 
cut scoring chances in the two games. 

Yet, on each occasion, the i players either put 
their attempts into the woodwork, into the hands of 
the helpless keepers, or just inches wide. It has 
made for some entertaining and exciting football 
but, as far as City’s relegation worries are con- 
cerned, it has meant disaster. 

On current form, if City were looking for goals- 
corer for 1983, they no doubt are, those with the 
statistics on the books are Townsville’s Bob McGui- 
ness and Paul Wormley, Twin Town’s Cliff Calley 
and Gary Bromfield of Across The Waves. 

McGuiness and Wormley no doubt would be 
Broad above what City would want to outlay, 

romfield at the end of this season will be on the 
market for only $150 (in accordance with his con- 
tract at Waves) but seems intent on going to Lions. 

That leaves Calley, but the word from many 
regular State League watchers is that without his 
front-running partner Duane Wilson, the Twin 
Towns striker may not be as effective. 

But of course if Kelso's knee makes it through his 
current comeback, the big striker could be an 
excellent target-man up-front to lay off chances for

This year has already 
been one of the: biggest 
belt-tightening years in the 


club’s history and 


unfortunately for City they 
do not appear to have the 
depth to: sell players next 


season as they did at the 
beginning of this year. 

Although they have ob- 
tained a three-year $90,000 
sponsorship from Boral, it 
is understood the money 
has almost totally gone to- 
wards the loan repayments. 

The crowds at City have 
been better than those at 
ions but still well down on 
the turnouts when City. 
were fighting for a top four 
place last:year.

MAGIC MEDICINE MAN

The PSL's champion team, Sydney City, seems to have everything, and they are 
always well planned in their never-ending search for constant success. 


Be it players, facilities, 
coaching staff, Sydney Ci- 
ty wants and gets the best. 

An area that many Soc- 
cer clubs neglect with 
monotonous regularity is 
their medical — ; 

Sydney Ci excel- 
sea opal a getting the 
best in the business, with 
the services of one of the 
most professional men 
available — one Bill 
Fenney. 

Bill Fenney is one of 
Eddie Thomson’s most 
important staff-members. 
He is known amongst the 
players as the ‘magic 
medicine man” or Bill 
“Fingers” Fenney. 

A club will spend ‘thou- 
sands of dollars on play- 
ing-staff, yet conionly 
neglect or show little im- 
portance to the appoint- 
ment of the most impor- 
tant man in a club — the 
physiotherapist. 

In 1955, Bill came to Au- 
stralia from England and 
set up his own practice in 
ccna till four years ago, 
when he decided to move 
out of the big smoke and 
get himself into the fresh 
air of the Central Coast at 
Gosford. 

One year before the in- 
ception of the PSL, the 
then coach of Hakoah, 
Dave McLaren, enticed 
Bill onto his payroll to 
look after the club’s play- 
ing-staff. 

ix years later, Fingers 
Fenney is still with the 
club as he packs his 
Triumph S$ motor car four 
times a week for his ex- 
cursion._ down_to. Sydney 


"to attend to his players. 


The physio can make 
or break a Soccer club 
either in a competition or 
financially. 

Every Soccer team has a 
multitude of injuries 
every year and it is up to 
the physio to get the in- 
jured player back on deck 


_ as fast as possible with 
quick, efficient treatment 
to keep the club going. 

Financially, a physio is 
vital to a club as his skills 
will determine that the 
players are kept in good 
shape medically. Negli- 
gence can and has caused 
many expensive losses to 
the club concerned. 

How many times have 
we seen a club buy an 
expensive player and that 
player has suffered a 
serious injury? 

How many times has 
that player been out of 
action for a lengthy time 
mainly because he didn’t 
receive immediate, pro- 
fessional attention? 

Or worse still, how 
many times has a player 
been permanently dam- 
aged through sheer negli- 
gence, stupidity or incom- 
petence through bein 
treated by an unqualifie 
man? 

One such example has 
already happened to a PSL 
player this year when his 
ailment was NOT iden- 
tified correctly by the 
club’s physio. The play- 
er's condition deterior- 
ated rapidly till it reached 
a stage where surgery was 
necessary, but could have 
been avoided if correctly 
diagnosed earlier. 

Last year panes City 
were in trouble with two 
injured players who were 
so vital to their champion- 
ship challenge (which 
they went on to win). 

Coach Eddie Thomson 


was at his.wits’:end and” 


was relying heavily on his 
“magic medicine man”, 
Bill Fenney, to do his 
weekly trick of patching 
be both players for mat- 
ches week in week out. 
And what a job he did. 

| asked Thomson for 
comments on his physio: 
“Bill Fenney is the most 
important man for me in 


our organisation. | would 
be dead without him. | 
need him so much it’s not 
funny. . 

“| cannot move without 
him. He keeps my stock in 
excellent condition. 

“He is the perfect 
physio, a tremendous 
club man. The best any- 
body would want. 

“Billy has never a bad 
word to say about any- 
one. He does his job. You 
should see his gear. It is 
unbelievable. He carries 
with him everything im- 
aginable and is ready for 
action always.

“Not only is he highly 
qualified and greatly ex- 
perienced, but he has a 
nice sense of humour. He 
is most trusting and the 
players confide in him 

nowing that he would 
never betray them. 

“4 suppose you could 
well say that he is a father- 
ly figure to my boys.

~ solid advice if jou wantit. 


He very quickly has the 
ability to win over your 
confidence with implicit 
trust.” 

The champion coach fi- 
nally rounded off his com- 
ments by saying: “Billy 
Fenney is the finest boy 
you'll ever meet.” 

Last week | wandered 
into his medical room at 


the Sydney Athletic Field, 
and it was a typically busy 
Tuesday night, when he 
has all the players in from 
the pee Sunday’s 
match to attend to. 

| watched Bill busily at 
work and asked him a 
couple of questions. 

In the room were giant 
centre-back, Steve (“Roc- 
ky”) O'Connor, stretched 
out on a bench receiving 
treatment on his groin, as 
Jenny (‘Zorba’) Patikas 
was being cared for on 
the other bench. 

During my conversation 
with Fenney, | was 
amazed to learn that he 
was 66-years-old. Fenney 
assured me that he was.bi 
saying: “1 was born bac! 
in 1917 in India and then 
moved with my folk to 
England at the age of 15. 

“When | got there | 
could fey wait to get 
my driver's licence.” 

Just then from the far- 
bench, Rocky yelled out 

. “They didn’t have 
cars those days Billy, did 
they?” 

And that is Bill Fenney, 
the most respected and 
most valuable man at Syd- 
ney City who has in his 
magic hands the control 
of a playing staff to: the 
value of $265,000 in just 
PSL material, plus the PSL 
Youth staff, juniors and 
the Sydney City women’s 
team.

Colombia’s 12-year dream of hosting the greatest sporting 
event on earth — the World Cup Final series — is in grave 


doubt. 


The Colombians have 
been given 90 days to prove 
to FIFA they have the 
money, the resources and 
capabilities to stage such a 
mammoth event. 

And if proof cannot be 
furnished, then the finals 
will be moved elsewhere — 
most likely to Brazil. 

This is the biggest 
headache FIFA has had to 
endure for many years and 
one that is certain to haunt 
them even when the solu- 
tion is found. 

FIFA President Joao 
Havelange is still adamant 
the series.can continue in 
Colombia, but support for 
this feeling is quickly 
wavering around him. 

Some members of his ex- 
ecutive feel that Colombia 
is definitely a “no-no”. 

The Colombian dream of 
staging the greatest football 
tournament on earth was 
brought to light at the FI- 
FA Congress in Mexico in 
1970, when the South 
Americans applied to host 
the 1986 series. 

This application was ap- 
proved at the 1974 congress 
in West Germany. 

At that time, the Colom- 
bians had the approval of 
their government. 

But now in 1982, and a 
number of governments la- 
ter, this is not so. 

And only last week the 
voice of the peasants of 
Colombia was heard loud 
and clear, when they made 
an appeal to the govern- 
ment not to spend billions 
of dollars on a World Cup 
series, but instead on im- 
provements to living condi- 
tions and on roads and elec- 
tricity. 

A private foundation has 
been set-up in an attempt 
to raise the required fi- 
nances and to initiate the 
required: mechanism to 
keep the series in Col- 
ombia. 

The: task that faces this 
foundation — Corporacion 
Colombio 86 — is immense 
and one that will have to be 
thoroughly inspected by FI- 
FA in minute detail. y 
The population of the na- 


tion is 33 million and it is 
the third highest populated 
country in South America. 


It’s by no means a para- 
dise and could be truthfully 
tagged as a real under- 
developed country. 


There’s a very low aver- 
age income, health and 
hygene problems, a grave 
housing difficulty and an 
environment that produces 
600 fatherless children 
daily. 


But, as in all such”! 


countries, Soccer is a relig- 
ion and the World Cup Fi- 
nal series is the ultimate 
dream — whatever the 
cost. 


The Colombians claim | 
there are several cities that | 


could serve as hosts for all 
the final games such as 
Bogota, Barranquilla, 
Medellin and Cali. 


These places have excel- 
lent hotels, fine stadiums 
and good transport and 
communication systems. 
However, other sites 
either lack the required 
hotels or good enough 
stadiums and it will take a 
great deal of. money to 
upgrade: them: to: the -re- 
quired standard: 

The Colombians’ have

series played in Mexico, 
Argentina and Spain have 
shown the 1986 series could 
producé a profit of $5.4 
million for FIFA, $13.5 
million for themselves and 
$35.1 million for the par- 
ticipating teams. : 

The method of calcula- 
tion for these figures, 
however, leaves a great de- 
al to be desired. 


The real power behind 
Colombia’s final bid is the 
President of the Colombian 
Football Federation and 
FIFA executive member, 
Alforiso Senior. 

But now Senor Senior 
has quite a battle on his 
hands to fulfil his dream. 

The finest football player 
in Colombia at present is a 
character by the name of 
Willington Ortiz — but to 
be perfectly honest, until I 
was informed of this, I 
would not have had a clue 
who Mr Willington Ortiz 
was. 

Colombian’ football first 
hit the headlines in 1948 
when they “pirated” play- 
ers from all over the world. 

But these swashbuckling 
days, we are informed, are 
well in the past. 

Going on second-hand 
information, it is difficult to 
determine the real situation 
that exists in Colombia 
now. 

FIFA fully realise this. 
and have dispatched two 
troubleshooters to Bogota 
to make a full investigation. 

The result will determine 
whether or not Colombia’s 
bid will succeed.
